U is inferred from the fact that th 


president has done so that he consider 
he has obtained tlie assurance he 
sired. 


Most of the cabinet have followed th 
president's example and left the city, o 
are leaving the city for brief vacations 
Those who remain say the president' 
proclamation bespeaks for itself, an 
decline to discuss the situation further 


There seems every reason to believ 


that all the speculations as to the tim 
of the meeting of congress indulged in 
prior to 1 p. m. yesterday were gues 
work pure and simple. Some of them 
as it turns ont nciw, were very luck" 
guesses, anel others were equally tin 
tortunate. It is almost exclusively es 
tablished that the calling of an Angus 
session was not even determined upon 
until after midday yesterday, and con 
sequently could not have been commix 
nicated to any p_erson in confielence or 
otherwise days in advance. 


The plain facts appear to be that tin 
disturbances of values arising from thi 
uncertainties of th» situation grew si 
alarming that Mr. Cleveland at las 
was compelled to acknov/ledga that th< 
'•unexpected contingencies necessitatim 
ar^earher meeting of congress," TvhicL 
he spoke of in his celebrated interview 
of June 5, has arriveel. The action o: 
the British government in India has 
brought matters to a crisis. Previous 
to that startling evimt Mr. Cleveland 
had manifested a firm determination to 
adhere to his plan of calling congress 
together in September. 


After the suspensijn of silver coinage 


in India, the president resolutely de- 
clined to speak fortlier abont his inten- 
tions until he should be prepared to 
act, and each of his cabinet officers 
maintained similar silence. It may be 
E'ated, however, without violation of 
confidence, that from the day when the 
announcement of 1 he action of India 
was niade the president took steps to 
keep himself forewarned through the 
press dispatches of tho slightest, ap- 
proach to a panic in the money market, 
prepared at any moment to take the 
course which he has now adopted, if it 
seemed to him that Ms so doing wonld 
in any way tend to allay alarm and rc- 
Sioro public confidence. 


^hen lie fonnel telegrams on his 


table not only from the eastern and 
middle states, but also from the south, 
and even from some of the silver states 
la the northwest urging that congress 
I* called together at the earliest day 
possible to end the uncertainty, he de- 
termined to delay no longer. But even 
-<"i taking this action the president 
took steps as far as he could to prevent 
its being known before tho stock ex- 
change closed, so as to ^avoid any ap- 
pearance of exercising undue influence 
on the stock market. 


The effect of the announcement, npon 


senators and representatives in this city 
was very marked. 


Senator Voorhees, chairman of the 


nuance committee, first knew of the 
President's action when informed by a 
tmtcd Press representative. He wair 
not surprised.

Tie condition of the 
country, certainly, to my mind, de- 
mands very prompt and decisive action, 
especially in view of the fact that 
everyboely seems to bis depending upon 
congress for a solution to onf financial 
trouble*. I think the president has 
acted wisely, and I 1 ave nd doubt that 
as soon as congress gf ts to work it will 
repeal the Sherman act.

CLEVELAND, July 1.—Not since (he 


panic era of the '70's has the lake trade 
experienced such a season as th° pres- 
ent. The approach of midsummer, in- 
stead of being marked by the usual 
activity, has been heralded by an un- 
precedented dullness »ud depression, 
i rom all sections of tLo Lake Superioi 
iron regions comes icports of shut- 
downs and thousands of miners and 
orehaudlers out of work, while lake 
freight carriers are talking seriously of 
tying np their boats. 


Three of the largest mines in Mar- 
quette range will close down today, and 
one of them will have the pumps and 
other machinery removed and will be 
abandoned. The champion has been 
one of the best propel ties in the dis- 
trict in its day. Prior to 1H78 more 
than a half million tons of ore had been 
taken from it and its total output has 
been 2,7C-t 000 tons. No longer ago than 
last year 1011,000 tons were mined in it 
nnd in 1601) it produced 228,000 tons. It 
has not been operated to any extent 
since last Ml, and a mine that has 
made fortunes in its day and been one 
of the richest properties of the district, 
will be allowed to fill with water. 


The Cleveland and Eopnblic mines 


and Cliff shaft of tho Cleveland, which 
are also to shut down, have been famous 
as large producers. 
But one mine on 


the Marejuette range has exceeded them 
in total product. Tho Cleveland has 
produced in all 3,027.000 tons, two- 
thirds of which has been since 1878. 
Last year the output was 310,000 tons, 
and in 1891) U was S31.000. The Cliff's 
shaft belongs to the same company, but 
was not openou nntil ]8ij7 and has never 
been so productive, its- total output 
having been a trifle under 500,000 tons. 


This, however, places it, among the 


first IS mines in its district, where 
ibout 90 properties are listed in all. 
The president of the company owning 
these two mines, which together have 
produced one-seventh of all the ore 
mined in the old and rich Alarquette 
range, says the shutelown will con 
;inne m, long as the present prices fo 
ore rule, because the company is un 
able in the present state of the marke 
to sell its ore at cost price. He is alse 
of the opinion that the present seasoi 
will not see more than one-half as mud 
ore come elown tho lakes as the magnifi 
cent total e>l 0,000,000 tons last year. 
The Republic mine, which has a! 


ordered a shutdown for 60 days, is an 
other of th-^ famous Marquette prop 
erties. Last year it mined 107.000 ton 
of ore nnd 201,000 in 1800. Its tota 
output bus been about 4,000,000 tons, 
over five-sixths of whichhas been in thr 
ast lo years. Like the Cleveland, it ii 
unable to find a market for its ore, an< 
will cease producing until a change foi 
':he better occurs. 


The mines employ a very large fore 


of men and much suffering is likely tc 
occur among them. 
The Cleveland 


3iffe had a force of 1,100 employes 11111 
he Bopublic nearly as many. Wholf 
owns in the district depend upon thesi 
mines for the support of their inhabit^ 
ints. In the past 30 days 3,000 men 
lave been thrown out of einploj'inen 
n the Morquette range alone, and prob 
ably 1,000 to 1,500 more will be added 
n the next two weeks.

Company's weekly review at trade says 
The closing of Indian mints against 
silver, the fall on silver bullion to <P 
cents in New York, and S3 1-4 pence at 
London on Thursday, the fall in wheat 
to bj 1-3 cents at Chicago, and 70 cents 
at New York, the suspension of opera- 
tions by miners and smelters of Color- 
ado and some other silver producin" 
states, have made tlio past week one of 
unusual interest, although it is official- 
ly explained that it is not intended by 
tho Indian government to substitute 
gold tor silver in use, but only to steady 
the rate of exchange between India mid 
•England. 


Its action IB commonly interpreted as 
throwing on other markets the 40,000 - 
000 ounces of silver which India ab- 
sorbed last year, and as insuring the 
stoppage of silver purchases by tho 
united btates when congress meets 
Later information has brought to light 
the fact, that this step will be desperate- 
ly resisted, bnt greater confidence of 
bankers in the financial future was ex- 
pected in low rates for foreira ex- 
change, which were low enough to en- 
courage gold imports. It is believed 
by many bankers that serious disturb- 
ance in ihe stock market, was averted 
by the action of five banks which

The tendency of this 
people—who are reputed so practical, so 
positive, so little inclined to lose thern- 
pelves in tho ideal—to magnify, to em- 
bellish, to trick out their impressions in 
tinsel and furbelows, is uot ono of the 
least surprises which they have arranged 
for us.

Blnnltind Has Always Had illlnrror of Bo- 


ing: Burled Alive, and the Cremation of 
tho Ancients May Have Been Dae to Thin 
Fear—Some Peculiar Cases. 
So deceptive are many of the ordinary 


evidences of death that medical science 
has given to this subject a great dea^ of 
attention. It used to bo supposed that 
people were often buried air? e through 
accident, and writers of romance have 
dwelt upon this species of horror with 
much unction. During tho war of tho 
rebellion many soldiers we-e said to 
have been interred while living who were 
merely in a lethargy or stupor arising 
from loss of blood, exhaustion, cold and 
fear. Bodies have often been found 
turned over in coffins, as if the occupants 
had waked up and tried to get ont. In 
numerous other cases of a similar sort 
the tongne baa beea discovered protrud- 
ing from the mouth, as if from suffoca- 
tion, and there have been stains from 
bleedmg on the burial clothes. 


Now, such facts as these were amply 


sufficient in former days to convince tho 
most skeptical that the persons concerned 
had been interred alive. But it is now 
known that such phenomena are exhib- 
ited by dead bodies under conditions 
wholly normal. Thoturning of a corpse 
in its «omn is brought about by tho ex- 
pansion of the gases of pm refaction. 
The projection of tho tongue from tho 
month is an effect of the same cause. 
Bleedmg often occurs after death. In 
fact, such a hemorrhage is known to have 
taken place eight days after death. In 
this instance the bleeding was from 
wounds inflicted during life. 


The stoppage of the heart's beating 


not regarded as a satisfactory evidence 
of death. In uoino crises on record that 
organ has apparently ceased to porforrn 
its function for as much an 15 min- 
utes, and yet tho person hag revived. 
Tidy, the great English author'.ty, speaks 
of the instance of n certain Colonel 
Townshend, who was seemingly able to 
die at will and to come to lifo again 
when he chose. On a number of occasion: 
he had deliberately suspended his own 
vital processes for a short time. Finall} 
he consulted physicians on the subject, 
deeming his ability to do ttis a suffi- 
:iontly abnormal symptom to be some- 
what alarming. In tho presence of thi. 
doctors he voluntarily lapsed intoastate 
of torpidity, his heart stopped and his 
breathing also, a mirror held at his 
mouth showing no dimness. 


This case was apparently unique. At 


the same time the peculiar iaculty de- 
veloped by Colonel Townshend—who 
died that samo night for good and all- 
bears a seeming likeness to the peculiar 
power exhibited by certain fakirs of In- 
dia. For centuries it has been a iVjiiliar 
trick for certain of theso fakirs who pos- 
sessed the accomplishment to permit 
hemselves to bo buried alivo for months. 
coming to life again after being dug up. 
That this remarkable feat is wholly bona 
ide has been satisfactorily demonstrated, 
"t 1ms been repeatedly performed in the 
iresence of most skeptical witnesses uu- 
ler circumstances which preclude all 
rossibility of deception. It iis an arti- 
icial suspension of vitality, bearing some 
relation to the natural hibernation of 
bats and other animals. 


If the finger of a person in whom tho 


vital spark still lingers be tightly bound 
with a piece of string, the end of the nn- 
gerwill soonbocomeredaml then bluish. 
But if tho individual bo deal no such 
effect will bo produced by the applica- 
tion of a ligature. If during hfo a clean 
nnd bright needle be thrust into the 
muscles of the body, the eteel rapidly 
rusts on being withdrawn. After death 
no such oxidation takes place, it is said. 
However, the certainty of this latter test 
is disputed. Ono of the most familiar 
methods of determining absence of lifo 
is that of producing a blister by heat, as 


Two Hundred luchcn of Rainfall. 


Cherra Punji, in the Khasi hills, As- 


sam, British India, is the "pole of tha 
greatest known rainfall." In other words, 
it is the wettest region on the face of tha 
earth. Mr. Blandford, at a meeting of tlio 
London 3Ieteorological society, read :i 
paper en titled "Rainfall at CherrPuiiji," 
in which he presented incontestable proof 
of the extreme moisture of the country 
in question. The records go back for 
nearly <w years, bnt prior to 18T2 aro 
rather incomplete, there being several 
whole years in which no record was kept. 
Carefnlly_ compiled data from these 
weather journals, however incomplete 
as they are, prove that quite frequently 
during tho summer, say from Slay to 
September, the rainfall for a single month 
ranges fronXOO to 212 inches. Think of 
it! Nearly 18 feet of precipitation in 30 
days. Colonel Sir Henry Ynle's register 
for the year 18-11 shows that there were 
264 inches of rainfall during tie month 
of August. That was something phenom- 
enal even for Assam, howe-er. and is 
not taken into account in the deductions 
made above.—St. Louis KepubUc.

Those who have perished from 
s,word wounds have a look of repose,

It would be a great blessing to 
this Stale if a majority of the members of 
tbe General Assembly who have not yet 
become ' Ex's." could occasionally be lost 
for six months at a time. The State wonld 
have been spared a great deal of expense 
and an enormoos amount of iniquitous 
legislation if the last assembly had strayed 
away after the manner of Senator Paul. 


The alleged Sherman law was passed 


about five years after the notorious gold 
bog congress of 1S78 demonetized silver. 
It provided that the secretary of the treas- 
ury should purchase bullion and coin not 
less than two nor more than fonr million 
silver dollars monthly. 
Two years later, 


in 1800, this law was amended and the 
pnichase of $-4,500,00 silver bullion was 
directed. This silver -was purchased with 
treasury nolea payable in coin and made re- 
deemable in gold on demand of the holder. 
The secretary o£ the treasury purchased 
the silver bullion, coined the dollars, stored 
ihsre up in the v units of !he treasury and 
issued the gold certificates. 
Thus the 


single «old standard waji established firmly 
and silver made a mere commodity, yet the 
"Wall street press prated and keeps ou 
prating about our "bi-metallic standard. 
Gold has been the only real money in the 
conatry since the law of 1878, except the 
S400,«X),<KK> legal tender notes generally 
culled greenbacks. Tbe object of coining 
these silver dollars in monthly installments 
v a crisrmlly intended to insrwiseoiir 
Tolnroe of cnrrjocy in proportion to the

demned, and the Chiciigo papers are doing 
a public service wh^n they expose the fraud 
and protest against it. 


Tbe appearance of a surplus ia the pen- 


sion appropriation, after paying all dues to 
July 1, is a gratifying result of the charge 
lit tb.9 management of that bureau.

surplus is not large. 
It is estimated at

taking care of a deficiency of more than

nutter upon the Keiv Kew York banks, and 
upon this point say.-: 


If the banks are free to infer that because 


the treasury is free to replenish its gold by 
is&uicg bonds, therefore tbey may draw 
down :ti golii reserve when it BUI'S them, 
when; u liie limit to which the government 
debt may ce increased by this process? The 
position taken by the banks is utterly ir- 
reconcilable with some public policy iind 
places them in a most unenviable position 
before public opinion. 


Thsir insistence that the treasury shall 


make a large issue of bondt. is based upon 
the false a'bumplion that it is ihe duty of 
the government to provide gold for export.

Consuls have become weary of calling 


atterition to frauds dangerous to t!a« 
trado of the United States which are 
conducted on a frignntic scale in Europe. 
The Germans reproduce American sew- 
ing machines, stoves and all sorts of 
tools, substituting iron for steel. They 
marl: them with the names and brands 
of Yankee manufacturers and send them 
to South America, Africa and all over 
tho world. Though of wretched quality 
they are cheap and actually crowd out 
tho real American goods. In this fash- 
ion iron machetes are substituted for our 
own steel ones in South America, and 
Colt's and Remington's revolvers aro 
bnrli sqned, as one might say, in the 
cheapest possible materials. American 
macliinea are taken apart, and the pieces 
aro copied with iron castings, which are 
put together to form clumsy counter- 
feits 
This ia done with all of tho finest 


agricultural i nplements. 


The imitations lead tho observer to 


speculate as to tlie probable period of 
time during -\vhich the world would havo 
been without such useful invention1! if 
it had been left to Europeans to discover 
them. Ingenious Britishers are mak;ni; 
counterfeits of Yankee textile fabrics, 
and the looms of Manchester are turn- 
ing cut millions of yards o£ cotton rm- 
nnally which bear the names and brands 
of Aaierican manufacturers. These cot- 
tons are marketed in China because the 
Chinese havo a liking for products of 
this tiort from tho United States. They 
are very heavily "sized" with white of 
egg to give them a good appearance. Of 
course the "sizing" does not stand a 
wash 
One consul in China has suggest • 


ed that an nmbrell.i should bo sold with 
each bolt of such cottons, inasmuch as a 
lady who happens to be caught by a 
shower in n nice cotton dress too often 
comes home wearing a mosquito bar. 


Iu the same way American sheetings, 


mnsltns and calicoes are being driven 
out of Central American markets by 
wretched goods made from East Indian 
and Egyptian short staple cotton aad 
bearing tho trademark of the best Amer- 
ican mills.—Boston Transcript. 


A Field Fop Missionary Effort. 


If tho American missionaries are 


thrown out of China in retaliation tor 
the Geary law, it is to bi hoped that the 
Ameiican board will arrange to main- 
tain them all for a time in the Paciiic 
states. 
There seems to bs a great op- 


portunity there for missionary effort. 
Missi >naries who have lived long tn 
Chins, may be expected to know more 
about, tbe Chinese than oven the Calif CT- 
niaus do. If they tackled the Califonri- 
ans, one of two tilings might be expected 
to hs.ppen. Either they would convert 
the Californians to better sentiments 
about the Chinese, or tho California,ns 
wonld convince them that their anti- 
Chin 2S9 persuasions are justified. 


In the latter case tho missionaries 


could be brought east to correct the 
viewE, of our part of the country, since 
it is important that whatever are tue 
right views about the Chinese the whole 
counlxy should hold them. To have oae 
section of the land maintain views of 
cheap labor which >31 the reformers in 
the i est of the country denounce iii a 
state of things of which the United 
States has already had all the experience 
it wonts.—Harper's Weekly.

CULTIVATING CORN. 


t'ho Great fllojority I'uvni- .Shallow Cultl- 


vutlou imU Avoid Uoot Pruning:. 


At tho Illinois station field experi- 


ments in 1802, aa in several previous 
years, showed that shallow cultivation is 
bettor thaii deep and that more frequent 
cultivation than is necessary to keep tho 
soil free from weeds and tho surface 
tairly loose is not profitable. On the sta- 
tion grounds weeds were 1 ho chief enemy 
to tho corn plant. Fair yields of corn 
have been becured in each of several 
years without any cultivation afterplant- 
ing other than scraping the surface vrith 
a sharp hoe. Root pruning has uniform- 
ly decreased tho yield. 


A recent bulletin from the Indiana 


station ou its experiments for several 
years with corn reports that shallow cul- 
tivation has given bettor results than 
either medium or deep cultivation. Shal- 
low running corn cultivators have pro- 
duced higher average yields than those 
which deeply stir the soil. Tho evidence 
is practically unanimous and iu agree- 
ment with that just stated. Public ,md 
private experiments are almostvuiifomi- 
ly in favor of shallow cultivation. To 
avoid root pruning is a rule rarely to be 
departed from. John M. Stahl, however, 
writing in The Country Gentleman, tells 
that he has found the departure advisa- 
ble when heavy, flooding rains followed 
immediately after planting and was suc- 
ceeded by cold weather. 
Then the best 


thing to do is to use tho diamond plows, 
putting 
the .ground in furrows and 


ridges, which will much hasten its dry- 
ing and warming. 
Sometimes, but not 


often, the corn will have made such 
growth that some of the roots will be 
cut, but not many at Hie worst. The 
condition just named is exceptional. If 
the seedbed has been well prepared, as u 
general rule the best cultivation is the 
shallowest that keeps clown tho weeds 
and leaves a layer of loose fine earth one 
inch thick on the surface. 


The ground should not be stirred at 


all after the corn has well tasseled, but 
one should bo careful to keep the weeds 
cut with a sharp hoe. To neglect the corn- 
field after cultivation stops is a serious 
error. It is the weeds tjfat mature after 
cultivation stops that often foul the 
land. When tho lower blades havo be- 
gun to color, it is highly advantageous 
to put sheep in tho coi u. They will not 
damage tho ears, will help greatly to 
keep down the weeds, and they will get 
much teed from tho lowucbladesandthe 
fence rows, and their taking off the 
lower blades will bo beneficial and not 
otherwise, as the yield ol' grain will not 
bo lessened, mid the corn may bo cured 
a littlo earlier. 


Mr. Stahl further sa> s that the smouth- 


tng hairow is a bplondid implement for 
early cultivation. Tho disk harrow la 
tho best implement to us 3 while the com 
is quite small on land so smooth that 
its use is permitted. Bumpers aro neces- 
sary, and the disks must be turned out. 


Of couiso the harrow must not b<; .so 


wido that its ends willieach over on the 
other rows. Tho disk harrow can be 
used only with a steady walking tram 
that comes up well agnh bt tho bits, and 
one must bowery careful how ho drives, 
for the only way to guide tho disk har- 
row along the row is with tho team. It 
docs make a bpleudid job, though, as it 
cuts over the middles twu:o and thorough- 
ly linos tho ground and effectually dis- 
poses of grabs and weeds. But it should 
not bo used when tho corn has made any 
considerable growth, for it goes so deep 
that it will cut the roots of tho corn— 
something to bo avoided.

shifting the supers to the hive that has 
tho boeb. This weakening at stated times 
each colony before preparations can be 
begun for swarming pre\ ents any desire 
in that direction. The plan will no doubt 
have thorough trial the present season, 
and it certainly promises groat things, 
says tho editor of The American Bee 
Journal, who adds: If you want to han- 
dle youi' combs, you ruuofc certainly have 
them in frames.

Let 
the plank extend over at the ends about 
a foot, and on each end fasten a hook to 
attach a whiffletree. 
Bevel both ends of 


scantlings sio they will not hook into tho 
ground. R tko hay in windrows and with 
a horse to-each end of stacker, a boy on 
each horse and a man on center you can 
draw a big lot of hay in a day."
